RESOLUTION 


The 9th June 2014 


With due concurrence of Finance Department and approval of State Government, the existing 
scheme of giving Incentive and Cash Award to sportspersons notified vide this Department 
Resolution No. 2064 , dated the 29th June 2001 hereby stands amended , as given below , in the 
name of Cash Award for Outstanding Sports Performance , with retrospective effect from the 1st 
April 2013 


CASH AWARD FOR OUTSTANDING SPORTS PERFORMANCE 


1. Objective : 

To honour and award sportspersons for their outstanding performance in sporting events and 
thereby encourage more and more sportspersons to excel at National and International levelbringing 
laurels to the State and the Country . 


2. Definition : 


(i) State Association means - Aregistered State level sports body duly recognised by Sports 

& Youth Services Department of Government of Odisha and affiliated to concerned 
National Federation recognised by Ministry of Youth Affairs and Sports , Government of 
India . 


(ii) National Federation means — A registered National level sports body duly recognised by 

the Ministry of Youth Affairs and Sports , Government of India and affiliated to respective 

InternationalFederation where an International Federation for the sports exists . 
(iii) National participation means — Participation by representing the State of Odisha being 

duly authorised by the State Association , either as individual or member of the State 
team , in any recognised National Competition /Championship /Tournament organised by 
the concerned National Federation . 


( iv ) Internationalparticipation means — Participation by representing India being duly authorised 

by the National Federation , either as an individual ormember of the National team , in any 
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recognised International Competition /Championship / Tournament organised by the 
concerned International Federation . 


(v ) National/ International sporting events means — Sports events atNational or International 

levelduly organised by recognised National Federation or InternationalFederation, as the 
case may be . This will also include sporting events duly organised by CentralGovernment 
( such as Rural Sports Competitions under PYKKA , Women Sports Competition , etc.), 
All India Inter-University Sports Council and SchoolGames Federation of India . 


( vi) Eligible sporting disciplinesmeans — Sporting disciplines covered under Olympic Games, 

Commonwealth Games , Asian Games and also sporting disciplines duly recognised by 
Sports & Youth Services Department, Government ofOdisha . 


3. Quantum of Cash Award : 


Outstanding performance in eligible sporting disciplines at National and International sporting 
events shall be entitled for cash award as given below :

(iv ) NATIONAL SPORTING EVENTS ORGANISED BY GOVERNMENT : 


Meritorious achievements in National level sporting events organised by Central Government/ 
Sports Authority ofIndia ( such as PYKKA Competitions) shall be entitled for Cash Award at par with 
School NationalGames — 3 (ii) (e ). 
4. Eligibility : 


(i) To be eligible for cash award under the scheme one must be a resident of the State of 

Odisha , permanentor otherwise having participated in recognised National/ International 
level sporting events being duly authorised /nominated by the concerned State Association 
or the National Federation to represent Odisha or India , as the case may be. 


(ii) Sports disciplines recognised by the Government of India/ Sports Authority of India / 

Government of Odisha/ Indian Olympic Association / International Olympic Committee are 
eligible under the purview of this scheme. 


(iii) As far as Disability Sports is concerned , disabled sportspersons ofOdisha [ complying to 

Clause (i) above ] are also entitled for same quantum of cash award as given at 
Clause -2 for their outstanding performance in approved disabled sporting disciplines 
and events duly organised by the recognised State Associations, National Federations 
and International Bodies . 


( iv ) A sportsperson having already conferred with cash award under this scheme for a 

particular achievement shall also be eligible for cash award again in future for his/her 
new achievements . 


5. Applications : 

Sportspersons interested to receive cash award under this scheme are required to submit 
application in the Department of Sports & Youth Services in a prescribed format as soon as they 
become eligible for cash award under this scheme. The concerned State Sports Association can 
also recommend such cases suo motu in the prescribed form to this Department. However, if the 
application is received by the Department after three years from the date of sporting achievement 
eligible for cash award , the case shall notbe considered for cash award at all . 


6. Scrutiny : 


Scrutiny of the applications shall be done by a five-member Committee constituted by Secretary , 
Sports & Youth Services Department from time to time comprising of two Departmentofficials and 
two GovernmentCoaches with Director, Sports & Youth Services (or the seniormost officer of the 
Department) as the Head of the Committee . 
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7. Sanctioning Committee : 


A Committee with the following members will consider the list of applicantsportspersons as 
submitted by the Scrutiny Committee and recommend appropriate cash award in favour of eligible 
sportspersons :

Attendance of any four Committee members including the Chairman shall constitute quorum 
for the Committee meeting . The recommendation of the Committee will be sent for Government 
approval at the level ofHon ble Minister, Sports & Youth Services Departmentbefore sanction of 
cash award . 


8. Conferment of Cash Award : 


(i) Department shall ensure that conferment of cash award on eligible sportspersons is 

generally done as quickly as possible , but in any case within 90 days of receiving the 
applications. 


(ii) However, in case of stellar performance at International level, the Department shall 

endeavour to confer the appropriate award on the eligible sportspersons within three 
days of their arrival in Odisha after the stellarperformance . In such case , the requirement 
of application by the eligible sportspersonsmay be exempted and the Department shall 
initiate action on the basis ofmedia report and other supporting documents /evidences . 

Scrutiny by the Scrutiny Committee may also be exempted in this case . 
(iii) Entitled cash award shallnot be denied , delayed or curtailed ( i.e., reduced in quantum ) 

for non -drawal of Budgetary provision or for insufficient Budget Provision . The Department 
shall use its available fund of other schemes or borrow from OCS , OSYWB, etc. so as to 
confer the entitled cash awards within the prescribed time schedule . 


9. Special Cash Award : 


State Government reserves the right to consider giving special cash award of suitable amount, 
as it deems fit, beyond the eligibility norms of this scheme to any sportspersons/support staff for 
outstanding achievement in National and International sporting events . However, the Special Cash 
Award shall not be cited as precedence by others in future . 
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10. Cancellation & Recovery : 


If at any point of time after conferment of cash award or Special Cash Award , it is found that 
the beneficiary has obtained the award by adopting fraudulentmeans or the award has been conferred 
on a beneficiary by mistake of facts, the beneficiary will be asked to return the cash award along 
with simple interest @ 5 % per annum failing which appropriate legal action shall be initiated by the 
Department to recover the amount. 
11. Repeal : 

With coming into force of this new scheme" Cash Award for Outstanding Sports Performance " 
with effect from the 1st April 2013 , the existing schemes “ Incentive & Cash Award to Sportspersons" 
and “ Felicitation to Sportspersons” stand repealed automatically .
